THE CHOIR’S PLACE 


I am writing in regard to the article 
on “Choir’s Place” in the March 13 
WITNESS. 

I feel that the Lord is best praised 
when the choir does the best possible 
job and that the person is mistaken who 
supposes that it would be better for 
choirs to sing without a director when 
facilities for the choir are at the front of 
the sanctuary. 

I have never heard a group sing their 
best with musical quality and precision 
without a director. Even the NBC Sym- 
phony Orchestra. had great difticulty in 
playing without Toscanini. One has to be 
emotionally dead not to appreciate the 
facial expressions of a sincere group as 
they sing and respond to the director, to 
the music, and to the creativity within 
themselves as one unit. 

I wonder if the choir critics could 
worship even better with tape-recorded 
sermons so they wouldn’t have to be ex- 
posed to the objectionable distraction of 
a minister in the “front location” with 
his many “gesticulations.” 

On page 19 of the same WIrNEss is a 
picture of the Concordia Seminary 
Chorus of St. Louis under the direction 
of Dr. William B. Heyne. It would in- 
deed be interesting if someone would ask 
Dr. Heyne why he distracted the con- 
gregations by directing and why he was 
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going around the country trying to “im- 
press” people with “a display of skill.” 
Naturally this would be absurd, but it 
illustrates the nature of the trait that 
disturbs me. This is either criticism 
stemming from a lack of understanding, 
or criticism for criticism’s sake alone, 
plus an acceptance or perhaps a pref- 
erence for the mediocre. 

Church choirs can supply a definite 
religious experience to the services, or 
choirs can be the very essence of 
mediocrity, depending on the rest of the 
congregation for the most part. The 
quality they want, the understanding 
they show, and the encouragement they 
give will determine the future course of 
the church choir. The Lutheran Church 
has a rich musical heritage, and I hope 
that it will never be stifled by trivialities 
and thoughtless criticism.

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hen you are ushered into the 
W palace of the King for public 
worship, is part of you still at 
home, wrestling with your problems, 
engrossed by earthly interests? Do 
you reap the utmost benefit from wor- 
ship and make it a mountaintop ex- 
perience — or do you loll in the foot- 
hills of worship experience and then 
depart, wondering why nothing 
breath-taking has happened to you? 
Worship is an art. If your worship 
experience is to be altogether satis- 
fying, you will strive to master the 
fine art of worship. 


Preparation for Worship 


The worshiper who seeks the pres- 
ence and the peace of God on Sun- 
day mornings will make prayerful 
preparation for worship. Keeping 
late hours on Saturday, reading the 
newspaper on Sunday morning be- 
fore church, engaging in a family 
quarrel on the way to church —or 
getting into a heated argument with 
somebody at church — will not con- 
dition you for worship. 

A worshiper who would reach the 
summit of soul experience on Sunday 
morning will prepare by retiring at 
a reasonable hour on Saturday eve- 
ning, by reading a psalm instead of 
the Sunday paper, and by keeping 
conversation on a high plane. 

The prelude to worship begins in 
the home. Helpful directions are re- 
corded in Eccl.5:1: “Keep thy foot 
when thou goest to the house of God, 
and be more ready to hear than to 
give the sacrifice of fools; for they 
consider not that they do evil.” 


Keep Thy Mind 


To get the most from worship, 
leave behind all mundane interests. 
Sweep from the mind the cobwebs of 
the workaday world. Evict all mental 
disturbances and tensions. Compel 
the mind to cut the moorings which 
bind it to the earth. 

Let the mind be a “quiet chamber 
kept for Christ.” Focus the mind on 
things above. Think lofty thoughts 
during the prelude. Read through 
the hymns for the day. Meditate. 
Discipline the mind to dwell on the 
Holy Trinity. Ponder God’s great sal- 
vation. Keep thy mind. 


Keep Thine Eyes 


Eye wandering can. be as disas- 
trous to a full worship experience as 
mind wandering. Do not look idly 
about to see who is present or absent 
from the service. Do not turn to see 
what this or that person is wearing. 

_ Keep thine eyes. They have come 
with you to see the King. Your eyes 
are saying: “Let me see my Savior’s 
face, Let me all His beauties trace.” 
_ Keep faith with the windows of your 
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soul. They are weary of scanning 
newspapers, watching television, and 
looking at the sordid sights of life. 
Let the eyes see Jesus. 


Keep Thine Ears 


To derive the maximum from the 
hearing of the Word of God, it is 
necessary to concentrate, to shut out 
distracting stimuli: people coughing, 
a baby’s ery, the roaring of fans, or 
street noises. By focusing the atten- 
tion sharply, it is possible to become 
oblivious to all disturbances. 

Effort’ is required to keep thine 
ears. Worship demands effort. At 
every service Satan is raising barri- 
cades. Unless the worshiper breaks 
through them when the pastor leads 
in prayer, when he reads the Scrip- 
ture lessons and the text, and when 
he preaches, Satan will have won 
again. Communication is a two-way 
process, an interchange that involves 
effort in hearing and in speaking. 
Keep thine ears when thou goest to 
the house of God and be more ready 
to hear. 


Keep Thy Voice 


The congregational singing pro- 
duces a polarized audience. By not 
participating in the order of service, 
a person moves into a solitary direc- 
tion. Use thy voice. Sing and “make 
melody in your hearts to the Lord.” 

A worshiper must put every fiber 
of his being into his participation; he 
must recreate the meaning of the 
hymns in himself. To do otherwise — 
to dawdle through the liturgy, to drag 
through the hymns, to raise a listless 
voice in prayer and confession — is 
to invite an experience that leaves 
the worshiper unmoved, wondering 
why the service is so dull! 

Christians have so much to sing 
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about that they exclaim: 
I had a thousand voices To praise my 


“Oh, that 


God with thousand tongues!” 
thy voice. 


Keep Thy Foot 


Keep 


On Mount Moriah in Jerusalem 
there is a beautiful Mohammedan 
mosque. Christians may enter it, but 
only if they remove their shoes. 

Christians have all the more rea- 
son to follow proper and reverential 
decorum in their churches. The boor- 
ish and the loud are out of place in 
the house of God. Keep thy foot (be 
careful of your conduct) when thou 
goest to the house of God. 


Keep Thy Heart 


They that worship God must wor- 
ship Him in spirit and in truth. Wor- 
ship is a tuning-in process. Keep thy 
heart so that your tuning-in is on 
ultra-high frequency. Keep thy heart 
tuned to God so that it becomes aware 
of His presence. 

Keep thy heart for the sinner’s ur- 
gent cry: “Lord, have mercy! Lord, 
save us from our sins, secret and 
open; save us from faintness of heart 
and frailness of dedication; save us 
from pettiness and strife; save us 
from the Tempter’s might; save us 
from our worries and anxieties. Lord. 
save us, we perish!” 

Keep the heart tuned to God for 
His gracious forgiveness, the peace 
and power of His love in Jesus Christ, 
the comfort and hope of His salva- 
tion. 

There are sermons, prayers, and 
hymns that never get into the seed- 
bed of the heart because it has not 
been readied for the sowing of the 
Word. Keep thy heart so that the 
precious seed — for you — will spring 
up into life everlasting. 


Why Encourage 


PARISH SCHOOL PUPILS 
to Attend 


SUNDAY SCHOOL?

n recent years the Sunday school 
has been under fire by some peo- 
ple who say it is not worth its 

keep and should fold up. And it is 
hard to believe that also in the Lu- 
theran Church there are some who 
speak disparagingly of the Sunday 


school and discourage parish school 
pupils from attending the Sunday 
school. These people maintain that 
the Sunday school is only for those 


children who do not attend the par- 
ish school. Behind this opposition is 
a serious misunderstanding of the 
purpose of the parish school. 


Training for Service 


One purpose of the parish school 
is to prepare our children for active 
participation in the Lord’s work. 
Teaching the Word in Sunday school 
is certainly a very important service 
in the Kingdom. Parish school pupils 


become well indoctrinated in the 
Word of God. Many of our best 
teachers are from the ranks of our 
parish school graduates. But if we 


are to interest these children in the 
Sunday school, we shal! have to en- 
courage them to attend the Sunday 
school. If they attend the Sunday 
school, they will see the problems of 
the teacher, and when they reach 
adulthood, their acquaintance with 
the Sunday school will make them 
better teachers. 
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We often hear that the parish 
school is expensive; in a sense it is. 
But let us capitalize on our schools 
by making them training institutions 
for service, especially for teaching in 
the Sunday school. 


Missionary Education 


The Sunday school affords the 
children an opportunity for doing 
mission work. By far the largest 
number of persons who become 
church members are brought in 
through the Sunday school. Teachers 
are carrying on a program of mis- 
sionary education in the school. Why 
not have these parish school pupils 
enroll in the Sunday school where 
they will have an unusual oppor- 
tunity for personal evangelism? We 


have learned that children are the ° 


best missionaries for work among 
children. But will James have a 
motive for inviting Henry to Sunday 
school if he himself is not enrolled? 
Or will Henry enroll in Sunday school 
if he sees that James does not attend? 


One Spiritual Fellowship 


The Sunday school introduces the 
children to a wider Christian fellow- 
ship and makes for a unified con- 
gregation. Parish school pupils some- 
times develop a sense of superiority 
because they have been told that the

parish school is superior to all other 
educational agencies. A teacher can 
easily sow the seeds of pride by 
speaking disparagingly of the Sunday 
school or of the vacation Bible school. 
This disparagement may lead the chil- 
dren to despise other educational 
agencies and to look down on the 
“spiritually underprivileged” children 
enrolled in these agencies. Attending 


Sunday school and mingling with © 


other children of the church provide 


a safeguard against this attitude of © 


superiority and help provide a unity 
of spirit in the congregation. 


Mutual Benefit 


Sunday school pupils can be of 
benefit to the parish school pupils, 
and the latter can be a benefit to 
the Sunday school. With respect to 
themselves, they may obtain further 
knowledge of God’s Word in the 


Sunday school, and they will profit : 


by the Christian fellowship of the 
Sunday school. Through their famil- 
iarity with most of the hymns sung 
in Sunday school and with their 
commendable knowledge of Bible 
History, the parish school children 
can help the other children in the 
understanding of God’s Word. 


Study and Worship 


There is no reason why the mem- 
bers of our church should not spend 
two periods on Sunday morning in 
the church, a study period and a 
worship period. One of our goals 
today is to double the number of 
Bible classes and to increase the 
enrollment in existing Bible classes. 
The Bible class is an essential part 
of the Sunday school. Will children 
who have been discouraged from 
enrolling in Sunday school be will- 
ing to attend Bible class after they 
have been confirmed? These children 
would be better off in Sunday school. 
They would be better off spiritually. 
They would be learning Christian 
service by participating in the Sun- 
day school program. At the same 
time they would be forming the habit 
of attending both the school and the 
worship service on Sunday morning. 
Having formed the habit of spending 
two hours in the house of God on 
Sunday morning, they would be more 
likely to continue this habit in later 
years and also to train their children 
to attend Sunday school and church 
regularly. 

Those who have been discourag- 
ing parochial school pupils from at- 
tending Sunday school ought to re- 
examine the purposes for which the 
school exists. If they do this care- 
fully and conscientiously, they will 
reverse themselves and give the 
school pupils every encouragement to 
become active members of the Sun- 
day school. 
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GOD'S CHURCH AT WORK 
EVERY DAY

(«4 hat’s on the program for 
tomorrow, Reverend?” my 
neighbor asked, “a round of 

golf or a Sunday school picnic?” 

My neighbor, a friendly fellow 
who goes it alone instead of going 
to church, happens to think that men 
who wear ties on weekdays have soft 
jobs. My neighbor works eight hours 

a day, five days a week, for an auto- 

motive parts manufacturer. By com- 

parison, it seems to him, a clergyman 
cannot possibly know the meaning of 
toil. He has no time clock to punch, 
no production quotas to meet, no fore- 
man to give him orders. A minister 
preaches the sermon on Sunday 
mornings. During the remainder of 
the week, my neighbor has it figured, 
the “Reverend” has six days off. 
Last night I was amused by my 
neighbor’s question. Tonight I feel 
sorry for the man next door and sorry 
for all the people who do not or will 
not recognize the daily work of the 
church done by servants of the Word. 
Let me review for you this partic- 

ular workday. Do not misunderstand 
me. I am not looking for sympathy. 
I do not claim to be the world’s hard- 
est worker. Thousands of my fellow 
beings and brother pastors could re- 
cord longer and more arduous days 
than mine today. I merely want you 
to share in the experiences of a Tues- 
day on which the church of God was 
at work quietly and — with the 
blessed Spirit’s aid — effectually. 


Study 


After breakfast and family devo- 
tions, my workday began in the study 
at 7:30. Ordinarily the early morning 
hours (and the late evening hours) 
provide the best opportunity for 
drawing on the deep wells of God’s 
holy Word. No minister can give 
others to drink of the Living Water 
unless he himself freely drinks its 
refreshing draughts. 

There are no short cuts to a pul- 
pit. Every sermon preached requires 
reading and study of the text, more 
reading and study of the whole coun- 
sel of God, meditating, planning, out- 
lining, writing, and rewriting. .In my 
study, the creative work of composing 
a sermon begins on Tuesday morning. 


Hospital Calls 


At nine o’clock a telephone cal! 
alerted me to the need of a member 
of the parish who was being rushed 
to the hospital for surgery. Such 
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a call has priority. Other appoint- 
ments had to be canceled. 

To prepare for the emergency call 
I read several Scripture passages and 
made mental notes. Since there were 
other hospital patients to visit, I listed 
verses and prayer accents to meet 
individual needs. 

“Don’t look for me until five-thirty 
or six,” I said to my wife as I left 
the parsonage. 

Hospital calls consume much of 
the city pastor’s time. Three of the 
eight hours I devoted to sick calls 
today were spent in driving to hos- 
pitals and nursing homes at opposite 
ends of the city. 

I arrived at the room of my first 
parishioner minutes before she was 
to be readied for surgery. Tears came 
to her eyes as I read the selected Bible 
verses and commended her, body and 
soul, to the fatherly care of God. And 
her anxious tension dissolved with 
those tears. 

“Thank you, Pastor,” she said. 

She was completely relaxed by the 
assurances of Holy Writ and the con- 
fidence that her times are in God’s 
hands. 

Next my car took me to one of our 
city’s famous hospitals for children. 
Here I visited a Sunday school pupil 
who has been on the danger list since 
his bicycle accident yesterday. Today 
I found the boy’s unchurched mother 
sobbing at his bedside. Her son had 
lapsed into a coma. All through the 
night she had wept. Her being there 
I had anticipated, and I prayed the 
Spirit to give me the right words. 

I wish that my neighbor could 
have been with me to sound the 
depths of her anguish, anguish that 
prierced my own heart. 

As a man with flesh and blood 
like hers, I had nothing of any hope- 
ful consequence to say. As a pastor 
who had been in touch with the Word 
of God and the divine heart, I was 
able to bring the peace of faith in 
the Lord Jesus, who took children 
into His arms and blessed them. 

I count the visits I made in five 
hospitals and three nursing homes 
a sacred privilege. In the sickroom 
a pastor often meets people who are 
on the brink of eternity. Sometimes 
we derive more blessing than we are 
capable of giving when we observe 
the strong, loving faith of some of our 
members. I was so favored today as 
I ministered to some of our aged suf- 
ferers in nursing homes.

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CONVENTION GREETINGS 


To the ELC 


On June 22 Dr, Behnken read this 
greeting to the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church convention in Minneapolis: 

“For the first time in the history 
of our church bodies, our conventions 
occur in such close proximity of each 
other and also simultaneously, 

“Permit me as representative of our 
body, The Lutheran Chureh Missouri 
Synod, to extend hearty greetings. 

“All of us realize that our churches 
do not enjoy pulpit and altar fellowship. 
This wonderful blessing and privilege 
has not been granted us because of a 
lack of full agreement in doctrine and 
a divergence in practice. The latter is 
especially true with regard to lodges or 
fraternal organizations and also with 
reference to the question: ‘When may 
we enter into fellowship, or when would 
such practice be unionism?’ Is this per- 
haps due to the fact that our church 
bodies have not conducted any free 
conferences, and that we have had no 
official meetings to determine how much 
doctrinal agreement exists between our 
churches and where there is disagree- 
ment which should be adjusted and re- 
moved on the basis of Holy Writ and 
the Lutheran Confessions as the correet 
interpretation of God’s Word? Simi- 
larly we ask: ‘Is it perhaps due to the 
fact that we have not met to ascertain 
how much agreement exists in the area 
of Biblical practice and what can be 
done to remove existing divergencies?’ 

“Tam aware of the fact that both 
your convention and ours face some 
decisions of great importance and far- 
reaching consequences. As far as we 
are concerned, we realize our inability 
to decide the issues and our utter de- 
pendence on God's Holy Spirit for 
guidance and direction, Only He can 
grant our delegates wisdom and under- 
standing and lead us to God-pleasing 
resolutions. [I am certain that this ex- 
presses also your sentiments. 

“As | bring you cordial greetings, 
permit me to add the prayer that God's 
Holy Spirit may move and guide you to 
reach decisions which will redound to 
God's glory, which will serve the ex- 
tension of our blessed Redeemer’s king- 
dom, and which will further the cause 
of true Lutheranism in our beloved 
country, yes, throughout the world,” 


From the Wisconsin Synod 


Rev, Oscar J. Naumann, president 
of the Wisconsin Synod, on June 20 
read the following greeting to the “3d 
Convention of Synod: 
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“In the name of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Joint Synod of Wisconsin and 
Other States I greet you and pray that 
the Lord would grant your convention 
His choicest blessings and the gifts of 
His Holy Spirit in abundant measure. 

“In a day when the emphasis is 
being shifted from agreement in doc- 
trine and practice as the basis of 
fellowship, to mergers, organic unions, 
and federations of church bodies often 
widely separated in doctrinal positions, 
may we all remain aware of the Scrip- 
ture truth that the power of the Church 
still is the Word of our God, which 
shall stand forever, Of this Word our 
Savior said to His followers: ‘If ye con- 
tinue in My Word, then are ye My 
disciples indeed; and ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you 
free,’ John 8:31, 32. 

“May the Lord in His mercy grant 
that as members of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Synodical Conference of North 
America we may ever remain faithful 
to His precious revelation, that our 
witnessing may be in demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power, and that the 
faith of those who hear us may not 
stand in the wisdom of men, but in the 
power of God. 1 Corinthians 2:4, 5.” 


From the ELC 


Delegates to the St. Paul Conven- 
tion on June 25 heard the following 
address delivered by Dr. Fredrik A. 
Schiotz, president of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church: 

“I began the report to our church 
by quoting this statement from the 
Apology of the Augsburg Confession. 
‘The church is not only the fellowship 
of outward objects and rites as other 
governments, but it is in principle the 
fellowship of the Holy Ghost and the 
fellowship of faith in the Holy Ghost 
in hearts.’ We of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church, as a different body, ac- 
cording to outward objects and rites, 
than what The Lutheran Church— Mis- 
souri Synod is, recognize that we have 
not achieved the understanding that 
gives us the right to declare pulpit and 
altar fellowship but, at the same time, 
we know that we are all a part of the 
‘fellowship of faith in the Holy Ghost 
in hearts.’ 

“Therefore, when it came to my at- 
tention that The Lutheran Church — 
Missouri Synod would be holding its 
triennial convention in what the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church almost regards 
as its front yard, I Could not deny the 
constraint of the Holy Spirit that we 
extend to your distinguished President 
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an invitation to greet our church. We 
were pleased that he found it possible 
to do that. President Behnken visited 
our convention last Friday afternoon, 
and for that we express our hearty 
thanks. He, in turn, on your behalf, 
extended an invitation for me to come 
here this morning to speak a brief greet- 
ing. And so in response to that invita- 
tion, and with the desire of my church, 
I simply say we pray with you that the 
work that you are doing at this conven- 
tion and that the work that you do 
throughout the year may abound to the 
glory of the Triune God. 

“In this friendly recognition of one 
another, we are sometimes helped or 
hindered by history. In the case of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church I think 
that I may say forthrightly that we 
have been helped. For one of the ante- 
cedent synods of the Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church prior to our union of 
1917, namely, the Norwegian Synod, 
had very close associations with The 
Lutheran Church — Missouri Synod 
and that has always acted as a leaven 
in our body, conditioning us with a 
friendly attitude and regard for you 
and your work. 

“Then there is contemporary history 
moving us in the direction which we 
have had from our antecedent Nor- 
wegian Synod. Last week, our church, 
by ballot, voted 1,377 to 129 to enter 
into union with the American Lutheran 
Church and the United Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church. You and the American 
Lutheran Church have, for some years, 
been conducting doctrinal discussions. 
We hope and pray that if it pleases God 
to give this church to us, about which 
we are now negotiating, that that church 
may take up where the American Lu- 
theran Church has left off and may 
enter into discussions with you if that 
should be agreeable with you. 

“Again we are helped or hindered 
sometimes by our personal experiences 
when it comes to free recognition of 
one another. There too I may say that 


‘I am helped. As a small boy growing 


up in a congregation in Northern Wis- 
consin we found that The Lutheran 
Church — Missouri Synod came into 
that town to establish a home mission 
effort some five years after our con- 
gregation had been founded. You con- 
ducted your services in the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church during the first few 
months until you could get facilities of 
your own.... 

“Now I have read in the press that 
this convention voted not to accept 
membership in the Lutheran World

he end of the road of woe has 

been reached. Crucified around 
nine o’clock in the morning, having 
seen the sun veil itself from twelve 
to three, forsaken by God in unutter- 
able misery and anguish, the divine 
Sufferer now has come into a state of 
absolute calm and peace.

Since He was the Sub- 
stitute of the sinful human race, the 
wrath of divine justice had burned 
down upon Him. But all this has been 
overcome. The battle is over, the 
victory is His. No longer is He 
covered with sin. Righteousness has 
been procured for all mankind. 
“Father,” He says, as He looks up to 
God and sees the heavens open to 
receive Him. Thanks to His work 
we, too, can address God as our loving 
Father when the hour comes for us 
to bid adieu to this world. 

Death means the separation of 
soul, or spirit, and body, and while 
the body is laid to rest, the soul con- 
tinues to live. The unbeliever tries 
to convince himself that when he 
breathes his last, a light will be ex- 
tinguished, a last note will be sounded, 
and his existence will be ended. Christ 
teaches us the definite error of such 
a view, that life does not end with 
the tomb, that there is a beyond, and 
that for God’s children it is a blessed 
existence that opens up when they 
enter those regions.

“He that cometh after me... shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire.” MATTHEW 3:11 


hese words of John the Baptist con- 

stitute one of the briefest and most 
arresting descriptions of the mission of 
our Lord. No one can hear these 
words without being stirred to a sense 
of the urgency of the decision which 
His coming involves: He comes as 
God’s last word to man. And the dif- 
ference between heeding and ignoring 
that word, between believing it and 
rejecting it, is the difference between 
life and death. Here “death” means 
death in the uttermost sense of the 
word, means being consumed by the 
wrath of God, for “fire” is one of the 
commonest Old Testament symbols 
of the wrath of God, that dread and 
annihilating reaction of the holy God 
against the rebellion of sinful man, 
The mighty sway of God’s judgment 
which moved through the history of 
Israel and the nations toward that last 
Day of Wrath, when all man’s proud 
rebellion will be visited upon his head 
forever. With the coming of the Son 
that day has dawned: the winnowing 
fan of judgment is in His hand, and 
“He will thoroughly purge His floor 
and gather His wheat into the garner; 
but He will burn up the chaff with 
unquenchable fire.” 

But the baptism with fire is not the 
prime and real purpose of His coming; 
wrath is rather the cast shadow of the 
brightness of His redemptive day. He 
comes to baptize with the Holy Ghost, 
to bring and impart to men the very 
life-giving presence of God, that pres- 
ence which moved with creative power 
upon the face of the waters at the be- 
ginning of the world, that vital Spirit 
of whom the prophets had said that 
He would transform creation, make 
dead people live, create in men a new 
heart alive for the holy will of God, 
open men’s eyes for visions, and loose 
their tongues for prophecy, and as the 
Spirit of “grace and supplications” re- 
store the communion between God 
and man, which sin had broken. But 
the fullness and perfection of the 
blessing which He brings reminds us 
again of the decision and division 
which that blessing involves, as stated 
by John the Baptist: “He that be- 
lieveth on the Son hath everlasting 
life; and he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.”

The St. Paul Convention 


Since this issue of the WirNEss was made up only two 
days after the close of the St. Paul Convention, significant 
resolutions of the meeting will be reported later. 

One of the noteworthy characteristics of the Convention 
was the confidence Synod displayed in its leadership. The 
return of Dr. J. W. Behnken to his eighth successive term 
of office and the tangible demonstration shown him indi- 
cated an endorsement of his policies. The Wrrnrss invokes 
the wisdom and blessing of almighty God upon him for 
what he termed his “final term of office.” 

The Convention was a forward-looking convention. It 
voted unprecedented sums for missions, church extension, 
and training of needed laborers for the prosecution of the 
Lord’s work during the coming triennium, even to the ex- 
tent of incurring debts if necessary for the expansion of 
the Kingdom. 

It was a democratic convention. Every one was given 
the opportunity to voice his opinion. Yet the Convention 
voted its convictions in no uncertain terms for or against 
important issues. 

It was an evangelical convention. Synod willingly ac- 
knowledged its faults and declared itself ready to meet in 
conference with all who desire to agree upon the basis of 
God’s Word. 

All in all, the St. Paul Convention was a mighty demon- 
stration of the unity of spirit and the firm loyalty to Holy 
Scriptures. 


Every Office Is Important 


At the 48d Regular Convention of Synod at St. Paul the 
delegates transacted important business, not the least of 
which was the election of pastors, teachers, and laymen 
- who will serve Synod in various capacities during the next 
three years. 

The Convention held a total of 42 separate elections. 
The Elections Committee reported that it counted 591 
names and 21,091 votes, and used 40 reams of paper, 65 
stencils, and three pounds of mimeograph ink. 

Our church recognizes that “where the spirit of the 
Lord is, there is liberty,” and in that liberty the delegates 
of the 5,000 congregations voted. The Committee on Nom- 
inations informed the Convention of the qualifications of 
recommended nominees. To these names, many were added 
from the floor, The delegates, using their freedom of choice, 


voted for the men considered best equipped to administer 
the affairs of Synod, its boards, institutions, and commis- 
sions. With fervent intercession in Jesus’ name, the Con- 
vention besought divine guidance for all its undertakings. 
Let the church continue i. prayer for all synodical 
officers and uphold them with petitions for the difficult 
work to be performed in the K:agdom while it is day. 


Every office in Synod —as well as in the District and’ 
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the local congregation—is important, even that of t 
“doorkeeper in the house of the Lord.” With faith, relian 
on the Holy Spirit, consecration, and Christian life, ma 
every officer strive for the victory that faith in the Son 
God gives in eternal measure to the souls of men, and wo 
toward the goal that Christ established in the Gre 
Commission.

A Dying Church

A church may be meeting in a glorious Gothic cathedral 
and yet be in the throes of death. The actual life of 
a church cannot be measured by the building in which the 
people meet. The marks of decay are upon a church which 
carries upon its-soul no burden because of the world’s need.

If Darkness Comes 
Rev. Earl Schmiesing, Oklahoma City, asked the 50 


ladies who attended the LWML Christian Growth institute 


in Tulsa to write their “Most Meaningful Spiritual Experi- 
ence.” One of the delegates, who wishes to remain anony- 
mous, submitted the following article: 

“I was born blind. My family was non-Christian. 
Church in our lives was reserved for funeral going. There 
was not the hope and joy in our family that comes with 
Christian living. 

“When I was small, I was given a series of operations 
that gave me sight — wonderful, beautiful, precious, see- 
ing eyes! As I grew to adulthood, I was in and out of 
churches of various denominations, never quite learning 
the true meaning of the word God and never knowing the 
real presence of the Holy Spirit. 

“Six years ago I had more eye surgery. Until then 
I didn’t realize how alone and afraid I had always been. 
My affliction was something I didn’t like to talk about. 
Bitterness, fear, and despair filled my heart and soul. 

“Three years ago my husband and I decided to visit 
a Lutheran church. We hadn’t known Lutherans existed 
when we were growing up. The pastor’s sermon that day 
was titled ‘Are You a Disciple?’ I think I could quote that 
sermon word for word. We left the church shaken and a 
little confused. But we went back again and again. Since 
then we have come to know our God — the Lutheran way. 

“About a year ago there was more bad news concerning 
my vision. I was told to give up a number of things I dearly 
loved to do. 

“The bitterness and hopelessness once again fairly 
threatened to overwhelm me. But this time I had help — 
life-giving help from a Lutheran church and a Lutheran 
pastor. I know what it is to die and come alive again. 
If my vision is taken from me, I'll have my Lord to sustain 
me. I'll have the Christian education my church has given 
me to help me to understand the why of what has hap- 
pened to me. I know how to pray for hope for my vision 
and peace for my soul. 

“If darkness comes, a light will be waiting for me, and 
I will follow it along the way to come finally to our Savior, 
who died to save us all.” — Oklahoma District Edition.

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Whats the Amma? 


Question: In the Old Testament the Jews were forbidden to 
eat certain animals and birds (Leviticus 11). What was 
God’s reason for this? 


Answer: In themselves all animals and birds, be- 
ing God’s creatures, are good (Gen. 1:31; 1 Tim. 
4:3,4). But since God in the days of Moses had 
chosen Israel as His people and separated them 
from the heathen round about them by instituting 
a special religious ritual, the Ceremonial Law, it is 
very probable that His purpose in forbidding them 
to eat certain animals was to keep them mindful of 
their obligation not to mingle with the heathen. 
In the New Testament, in which the middle wall of 
partition between Jews and Gentiles was broken 
down (Eph. 2:14), these food laws, too, were abol- 
ished (Acts 10:15-28; 11:3,18; Col. 2:16,17; 1 Tim. 
4:3,4). We are not aware of a specific reason given 
by God Himself for this arrangement. 


Question: Must water be the liquid used in Baptism? 


Answer: Without a doubt. Wherever Christian 
Baptism is referred to in the Bible, it is performed 
with water. John the Baptist said: “I indeed baptize 
you with water” (Matt.3:11). Jesus said to Nico- 
demus: “Except a man be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of heaven” 
(John 3:5). The evangelist Philip baptized the Ethi- 
opian with water (Acts 8:36-38). St. Paul calls Holy 
Baptism the washing of water by the Word (Eph. 
5:26). There is but one Baptism (Eph.4:5). It is 
God’s sacred institution. We have no right to alter it. 


Question: If a congregation pledges a certain sum toward 
missions and benevolences, raises more than that sum and 
keeps the balance, is it violating the Seventh Command- 
ment? 


Answer: Christian love and honesty demand that 
a congregation remit all contributions earmarked for 
Synod, missions, and benevolences to these respective 
funds. It has no right to keep these contributions 
unless it had previously resolved and informed its 
membership that any surplus above a certain sum 
would be retained for home purposes. On the one 
hand, no one has the right to dictate to a sovereign 
congregation how much it must contribute for synod- 
ical, missionary, or charitable enterprises. On the 
other hand, no congregation has the right to retain 
for its own use money which has been given by its 
members for specific purposes. Personally we believe 
that every congregation ought to send in all the funds 
that are contributed for special purposes, and not 
retain any of the funds for its own use. The need 
for missionary and charitable purposes is so great 
that the most we can do is little enough. Nor need 
a church feel that it will suffer by contributing more 
than its quota for other purposes. People who are 
generous for missions and benevolences will usually 
also be generous in their support of the home 
churches.

The use of nuclear weapons for 
the defense of our nation is morally 
right and justified, according to a 
resolution adopted by 50 pastors of 
Synod’s Southern District assembled 
in conference on the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast, May 14—17. The declaration 
followed a discussion on “The Moral- 
ity of the Use of Modern Weapons 
as Instruments of War and Peace in 
the Light of Scriptures,” led by Chap- 
lain (Lt. Col.) Paul Tomasovic of the 
U. S. Air Force Base, Maxwell, Ala. 


Prof. Armin W. Manning, form- 
erly of Concordia Collegiate Institute, 
Bronxville, N. Y., and now on the 
staff of Valparaiso University, on 
April 30 became the first ordained 
pastor of the Missouri Synod to speak 
before the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. He addressed the general 
meeting in Washington, D.C., on his 
research work in cosmic rays, a proj- 
ect directed by Dr. V. F. Hess, Nobel 
Prize winner. 


Of every dollar given for philan- 


thropy in the U. S., religious groups 


receive 53 tents, the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare re- 
ports. In 1954 philanthropic giving 
was $5,401,000,000 of which churches 
and religious agencies received 
$2,850,000,000. 
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Rev. Avery R. Dulles, S. J., son of 
Secretary of State John Foster Dul- 
les, on June 16 was ordained to the 
priesthood by Francis Cardinal Spell- 
man, archbishop of New York. Father 
Dulles became interested in Roman 
Catholicism while he was a student 
at Harvard University. Mr. Dulles, 
an elder of the Brick. Presbyterian 
Church in New York City, said he 
was “proud and happy” that his son 
had “found a faith and the satisfac- 
tion of his faith.” 


The Soviet radio has renewed its 
attack on religion after several 
months of comparative silence on the 
subject, acccrding to a report from 
the U. S. Information Agency. Radio 
Minsk, in a Byelorussian broadcast 
on May 30, declared that the number- 
one task of schools in a Communist 
country is to teach children to become 
atheists and to be “irreconcilably hos- 
tile” to all forms of religion. 


The U. S. Information Agency said 
that the speaker on the Communist 
home radio described religion as “a 
special type of intoxicating spiritual 
liquor.” He added that “the most im- 
portant tasks of the schools in the 
Communist upbringing of youth are 
atheistic education, the forming in the 
minds of the pupils of the materialis- 
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tic world outlook, and irreconcilabi 

ity toward any manifestation of bou 
geois ideology, including such a har 
ful remnant of the past as religion 


Marriages between Protestan 
and Roman Catholics “often result i 
marital unhappiness and disruption d 
normal home life for the children 
declared a resolution adopted by t 
97th annual synod of the Augusta 
Lutheran Church.

Charges that the U.S. Air Force 
is abandoning American principles of 
religious freedom by restricting the 


activities of its chaplains in Saudi - 


Arabia in deference to Moslem prej- 
udices were made in a speech on the 
House floor by Rep. Emanuel Celler. 

At the Dharan Air Force Base, 
he said, “American chaplains do not 
wear crosses signifying their rank as 
chaplains.” 

“Prejudice cannot be confined,” 
Rep. Celler said. “It becomes all-per- 
vading. First Saudi Arabia directed 
its prejudice against Israeli merchants 
by boycotting them, then discrimina- 
tion was extended to Americans of 
Jewish faith, and now it embraces 
members of the Christian faith.” 


A rebuke to ministers who crit- 
icized off-street parking laws for 
churches was administered recently 
by the Traffic Advisory Commission 
of Memphis, Tenn. The commission 
has ruled that new churches should 
provide one off-street parking space 
for each five seats in their main 
auditorium and that existing 
churches cannot enlarge their struc- 
tures without providing off-street 
parking. When a committee of min- 
isters asked for a modification of the 
ruling, the chairman of the Memphis 
commission said: “We’ve had com- 
plaints that people going to church 
feel that they are on the Lord’s 
business and that it’s all right to 
block driveways.” 


Released-time religious instruc- 
tion does not violate the constitution 
of the State of Indiana, according to a 
ruling by the state’s attorney general, 
Edwin K. Steers. After receiving the 
ruling, State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction Wilbur Young said that 
during the next school year pupils 
will probably be given more “time 
off” for religious training. 


A radio series of Portals of Prayer 
will be recorded and distributed for 
daily use on the air by the Extension 
Department of Radio Station KFUO. 
Selections for the transcription will 
be taken from a _ special edition 
planned by Concordia Publishing 
House to commemorate the 20th an- 
niversary of the daily devotions. 

The recorded version of Portals of 
Prayer is designed for radio stations 
whose daily schedule includes some 
time for a “Thought for the Day.” The 
goal for the new series, the KFUO 
Extension Department announces, is 
“to make contact with every local ra- 
dio station in every community and to 
get Portals of Prayer on at least one 
station in each neighborhood.” 


The Central Pennsylvania Synod 
of the ULCA has filed suit in the New 
Jersey Superior Court to recover the 
property of St.Paul’s Lutheran 
Church in East Camden. The congre- 
gation in 1954 seceded from the synod 
because of the ULCA’s affiliation with 
the World and National Council of 
Churches and because of the denomi- 
nation’s acceptance of the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible. 


That two Dead Sea scrolls point to 
buried treasure as reported by Eng- 
lish scholars at the University of 
Manchester is doubted by Israeli 
archeologists at Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. The Manchester scholars 
who examined the only two copper 
scrolls among the ancient documents 
discovered in 1947 by Bedouin shep- 
herds in a cave near the Dead Sea 
found detailed information concern- 
ing 200 tons of hidden gold and silver. 
The Jewish scholars hold that the 
scrolls examined at Manchester list 
donations given to the Essene com- 
munity at various times but that these 
gifts were never all held at the same 
time. Meanwhile, whole Bedouin 
tribes have started on a wide treasure 
hunt in the hope of uncovering the 
wealth mentioned in the scrolls.
